Plantings for this year up to 
154,000 acres, compared to 139,009 
acres last year. 

Odds against the area suffering 
a freeze like last winter's, which 
destroyed 20,000 acres of cane 
completely and sharply reduced 
the yield from tens of thousands 
of other acres. 

New Mills, many of them not 
completed when last year’s freéze 
hit, will be fully operational this 
season — a big factor in saving 
any. cane that might be, damaged 
by frost.

Notary Public Will 
Have To Be Honest 


TALLAHASSEE—Florida’s 70,- 
000 notaries public will have to be 
absolutely honest in certifying 
documents after September 1 or 
face a possible pénalty of’ up to 


five years in jail and a $5,000 fine 
when the new law regulating no- 
taries goes into effect. 


alerting all of the state’s notaries 
public to the law passed by the 
1963 Legislature, pointed out that 
a notary who falsely ‘or fraudulent- 
ly notarizes a document’ hence- 
forth wil] be guilty of a felony and 
subject to a maximum prison term 
of five years plus a fine of up to 
$5,000. Previously, the notary pub- 
lic law did not set forth a penalty 
for such 4 violation. 5 
Simple failure to require reas- 
onable proof of the identity of tae 
person whose signature is being 
notarized constitutes a. misde- 


said, and is punishable by a fine of 
up to $500 or imprisonment not to 
exceed- six months. 

Ignorance or absence of intent 
to defraud in falsely notarizing a 
document is no defense. ‘The new 
law requires that a notary public 
have proof of identity in all signa- 
tures being notarized. 
_Deliberatély notarizing false in- 
formation constitutes a felony, and 
ignorantly notarizing a false 
document is a misdemeanor under 
the new regulation, Adams ex- 
plained. A
